'S MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 


The corpse of a remarkably beautiful young 
lady lies this morning on her bed in the front 
one of two adjoining parlors on the third s 
ot Mrs. M. I. Flanagan’s residence, No. 928 
Morrison avenue, and the story of how she 
came to her death is told by an empty scent 
bottle bearing a gilt-edged label marked 

oroform, Poison, but without the 

of the druggist where the out- 

glass vial had been filled, that evidence 
of where the poison had been 
obtained having been carefully erased. 
It was a clear case of suicide, 
and marked bya number of mysterious and 
romanticincidents. The lady, who was only 
20 years of age, a brunette, with round plump 
face, thick black hair and a finely de- 
veloped and  beantifully rounded form 
whose curves showed to advantage, 
even in death through the  sin- 
gie sheet which coered her, died 
at 2 o’clock this morning in the 
presence of her friend and alleged cousin, 
Ohas. W. Parrish, junior member of the boot 
and shoe firm of Carter & Parrish, 207 North 
Broadway, a doctor who had been 
hurriedly called in and several mem- 
bers of the household who had been 
aroused from their sleep by the noise and ex- 
citemént consequent upon the discovery of the 
dying woman’s condition. The house in which 
the suicide occurred is a three-story brick on 
the south side of the avenue and is rented by 
Mrs. Flanagan, who sublets such rooms as she 
does mot occupy. About seven months 
ago she was called upon by the deceased, who 
examined the rooms in the third-story and, 
after expressing her approval of them, pro- 


ceeded to make an explanation of the circum-. 


stances under which she was situated. She 
stated that she was a single lady named 

MISS MATT A. READER 
and the daughter of Mr. George H. Reader, 
whom she described as a merchant in the feed 
line. She desired to occupy the front one of 
the rooms which are separated by a folding 
door, and stated the adjoining one was to be 
taken by her cousin, Mr. Charles W. Parrish. 
This arrangement did not meet with Mrs.Flan- 
agan’s approval and she expressed her doubts 
as to her willingness to rent her rooms 
in the way proposed. Miss Reader stated that 
she need have no misgivings on the subject, 
and produced a letter from her alleged pastor, 
the minister of Grace Baptist Church, which 
set forth that she was a member of that con- 
gregation in good standing. The young lady 
explained, with some show of emotion, that 
circumstances of an unf 
caused her 
relatives; excepta brother, who had gone to 
Texas, and who was supplying her with the 
means of living, and the cousin who was act- 
ing forherin the capacity of guardian. The 
story was frankly told and its plausibility set- 
ting Mrs. Flanagan’s rising suspicions at rest.

HARD UP, 


The Chicago Board of Trade’s Financial 
Straits—Membership Price Declining. 

CHICAGO, December 31.—Prominence is given 
to the fact that the Chicago Board of Trade 
memberships are rapidly declining in value. 
The cause is ascribed tothe heavy expenses 
incurred by moving into the new Board of 
Trade Building, The new building, including 
the site, cost between $1,900,000 and $2,000,000. 
In order to provide funds for building, the 
Board issued bonds to the amount of $1,500,000, 
bearing 5 per cent interest. Confidence in the 
new enterprise was such, at that time, thatno 
trouble was found in disposing of the bonds at 
par, or at a slight premium. The amount 
realized from the bonds, together with 


the $300,000 in cash, and. $65,000 in 
Chamber of Commerce bonds, was not quite 
sufficient to defray the entire expenses. The 
remainder has been paid out of the rents taken 
from the offices in the new building. The bonds 
are what are known as 10-50s; that is they may 
be paid after ten years and must be paid in 
fifty 172 The interest, which amounts to 
$75,000 a year, is payable semi-annually. Six 
months’ interest, or $87,000, is payable to- 
morrow. The expenses ofthe bo may be 
represented as follows: Interest on bonds, 
82 on old quarters, $30,000; taxes, 
20,000; insurance, ,000; coal, $10,000; pay- 
roll, ete., $60,000. Total $194 ,000. The 
board its old quarters to 
pay for during the next  gixty-six 
* at $30,000 a year. The board receives 
124,000 a year from rents now. Unless there 
should be a change for the better in the board's 
affairs the receipts, it is claimed, will be less 
than $100,000 in two years from May 1, when the 
present leases expire. A number of leases 
expire next May, and can be renewed only at 
figures at least 20 per cent lower. The re- 
ceipts, therefore, next year are almost sure to 
be less than they are this year. From the dues 
of members, which have been $50 a year,a 
considerable income has been derived, with 
the membership now numbering 1,933. It was 
apparent, however, that the income was 
far from sufficient for the board’s needs, and 
in consequence the directors at the last meet- 
ing increased the dues to $75. A great many 
knowing the condition of the board’s financial 
affairs expectcd them to be raised to $100. Dis- 
satisfaction was expressed, and the price of 
memberships, which a few months ago was 
$4,500, dropped to $1,500, but sales of yesterday 
realized $2,125. It is claimed that no means 
have been taken, so far, toward providing a

deal of talk about Dakota at Washington, and 


there will probably continue to be during the 
winter, Dakota has been knocking at the 


doors of Congress for three winters, demand- 
ing admission to the Union. It is Republican 
in sentiment, and only Republicans will favor 
its admission, 
contain enough population to justify ita ad- 
mission as a State in ite entirety, But by 
dividing the great tract Into two parts, South- 
ern Dakota might be suid to have 
enough of a population in proportion to its 
area to entitle it to admission. The Democrats 
will naturally resist the admission of Dakota, 
simply because it will give the Republicans at 
once a new State and will add three electoral 
votes inthe next Presidental contest to the 
Republican column. Allof the Northwestern 
Territors are populated by Swedes 
and Norwegians, and representatives 
from New England. The first two men- 
tioned nearly alwaysſbeoome Republicans after 
they become naturalized. The Republicans 
depend mainly upon this class of emigrants 
for maintaining their hold in the Northwest. 
There are many prominent Republicans who 
do not believe that the party fwill ever come 
back to power except by the acces, 
sion of new States to the Northwest. 


The majority of the States admitted to the 
Union since the time of the Missouri Compro- 
mise have had to come in through some com- 
promise similar in character. Generally, 
where a Northern State has been admitted a 
new one has been added to the Southern 
States, Up to the beginning of the war the 
balance was evenly divided between the 
two sections. Since then Nebraska and Min- 
nesota have given the preponderance to the 
North, and it is now proposed to add still 
further to this preponderance by first 
admitting Dakota and ultimately Montana, 
It has been proposed upon the 

art of certain Southern men that 

exas should be divided so that Western Texas 
might stand as a separate State, to be added to 
the Southern list. It is claimed by these South- 
ern men that Texas is too large and that it con- 
tdins enough material to make four States. 
They argue that it does no harm to the general 
governmen, t and whether there are thirty- 
sight States or twice that number paying al- 
legiance to the central government it 
can make no difference. They argue 
that the narrower the territory 
ofthe States themselves, the closer will be 
the supervision of the local governments, and 
that there will be consequently less liability 
to misgovernment,

Indeed, it appears to be 
only a question of time when the Indians will 
have to give way. They are living in an un- 
natural condition, as compared to their sur- 
roundings, and the very influence of this ont- 
side civilization is making it more and more 
impracticable ores year to maintain this ter- 
ritory inviolate. The President's proposition 
would place the Indians upon lands in sever- 
alty, and would so guard their titles that they 
would have each of them ample land for their 
own A while great tracts, now held 
idle, would be thrown open for public settle - 
ment. It is true that behind this movement 
for opening the Indian Territory, there are 
manny corporations striving to get their greedy 
hands upon its rich lands. ut aside from 
them, there are thousands of honest settlers, 
who are anxious to enter this territory for the 
re ose of building — tor themselves homes. 

f the proper precautions are taken to pro- 
tect these lands for settlement by the honest 
homesteader, it will be a gain to the country 
to have this territory opened up. The Indian 
will have to learn to take his stand with the 
other laborers of this country, and through a 
course of reasonable probation be made to 
= up his helpless position as a ward of the 
nation.

With a balance in the Treasury of

ter, even borrowing gold from the banks 
to avoid paying out silver as the law 
directs, And the Record boldly justifies 
this violation of law as a wise course“ 
which has saved the country from a 
financial calamity.” 

This is a strange doctrine to be incul- 

cated ina Republic, in a government of 
law—the doctrine that executive officers 
may enforce such laws or provisions of 
law as they choose to enforce, and disobey 
such mandates of law as they choose to 
disobey; running the Government, regu- 
lating its affairs and ruling the country 
outside of the law and in open defiance 
and violation of law! Can we boast ‘‘a 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people” when executive officers 
are no longer the servants of the people or 
of the law, but are permitted to rule re- 
gardless of the laws enacted by the repre- 
sentatives of the people? Nothing can be 
more dangerous or more calamitous than 
a surrender of the Republic to such sub- 
versive methods, a surrender of the peo- 
ple to an autocracy of office-holders. 
When two-thirds of both houses of Con- 
gress passed the silver-dollar law over 
President Haygs’ veto they assumed the 
entire responsibility for the ensuing calam- 
ities which President Hayes and Secretary 
SHERMAN predicted, but which have not 
come upon us yet; and neither HAYEs nor 
SHERMAN, nor any one of their successors in 
office had more right to disobey that law 
in any one respect than in another. The 
only ‘‘financial calamity” they have saved 
the country from was the payment in sil- 
ver of a-small part of the interest and 
principal due to bondholders, while all 
other classes of government creditors were 
receiving silver without loss or inconven- 
ience to themselves. 
If the law had been obeyed to the letter 
in allits parts, as it was with respect to 
everybody but a favored class, perhaps 
there would have been no resulting 
**financial calamity,” and, if there had 
been, then the opponents of the law would 
have been vindicated and Congress and 
the people might, by this time, have been 
educated up to Mr. Hayss’ level by the 
logic of events. The faithful enforcement 
of a bad law is the shortest cut to its re- 
peal, and permitting the executive to 
nullify laws demanded by the people and 
enacted by a two-thirds vote in both houses 
of Congress, is the shortest out to the over- 
throw of our system of government. 


OUR YEAR, 

The year which closes with this issue of 
the Post-DisPaTcH has been the most 
prosperous year in the somewhat remark- 
able history of the paper. That history 
has been one continuous record of growth, 
progress and prosperity, and it would not 
have been strange if we had announced a 
year ago that we had reached that point 
in our development where nothing re- 
mained to be done but to share 
in the general growth of the com- 
munity. No such idea, however, 
was entertained. The beginning of 
the new year was accepted as a signal for 
new improvements and new enterprise, 
for enlargement in the scope and scale of 
the paper, for increased outlay, for new 
ideas and for added claims to public sup- 
port.

TRADE CHANGES, 

Business men do not like to parade their 
losses and defeats. Each likes to hide 
such things from the others and from the 
general public. But we believe it would 
put new life and mettle into the trade of 
St. Louis if her business men could meet 
and tell each other what they know about 
trade territory taken away from St. Louis 
and transferred to New Orleans, Kansas 
City, Chicago and other cities by freight 
discriminations within the last two years. 
What all could tell on this subject would 
make a tremendous budget of startling in- 
formation, and a colored map of the lost 
districts would amaze and arouse every 
man of them. The fights they have indi- 
vidually made in vain to hold trade against 
railroad discriminations; the appeals they 
have made in vain to so-called ‘‘St. Louis 
roads’’ for protection; the seeming con- 
cessions and promises that were made to 
them, only to baffle and beat them at 


last; the long list of commercial

In truth it is 
only a sad proof that the true sense of 
honor was unknown and that the unfortu- 
nate young officer gave his life as a sacri- 
fice to a false and vicious sense of honor 
only too common among hisclass.

The false sense of honor which cost him 
his life was a part of the teaching he 
learned at West Point and in the army. 
Itis a part of the teaching of whatis 
called good society everywhere. It is the 
false honor which will surrender its hold 
on man only as realities take the place of 
shams and as truth and common honesty 
are accepted as standards of life and 
ac cen — — — — — 

THE END OF A YEAR, 

The year 188 has marked a relatively 
placid flowing of the stream of history. 
Within its short compass the procession of 
human affairs has introduced no memor- 
able events, no radical changes, and no 
violent convulsions. The recent past was 
dramatic with mighty changes and great 
conflicts; but now there is a pause which 
enables us to study the deep and quiet re- 
sults flowing from the upheavals of the 
past and to mark the strong and resist- 
less tendencies which, in some measure, 
forecast the historical aspect of the 
future. But the calm which we enjoy 
is not without ominous signs and 
portents. Ina reign of almost universal 
peace, there is a universal readiness for 
war which finds no parallel in modern 
times. The impression seems to deépen 
that at some time, and in some, way,.the 
vast armaments of the Old World: will be 
put touse in a great war involving the 
strongest Powers. Butin any event, the 
optimist, in surveying the busy world 
around him, finds material to confirm his 
faith in the constant progress of humanity 
toward a higher and better state.

Imprisonment for Debt. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The weakness of the pretense that the law 
does not make misfortune a crime punishable 
by imprisonment for life, because insolvent 
debtors are not imprisoned unless fraud can 
be proved against them, is shown by the story 
of the sufferings of Mr. F. O. Ross in the Lud- 
low Street Jail. Mr. Ross was himself the vic- 
tim of aswindler. His partner robbed both 
him and his creditors. So Ross was arrested, 
fraud was alleged against him on a judgment 
for $900 and he was kept a prisoner for six 
years, and until the debt was paid. He would 
have been in jail for sixty years, had he lived 
as long, but for his release through the liber- 
ality of Mr. Wiman. 

In a letter written from his prison to the Leg- 
islature Mr. Ross told how forgers, burglars, 
counterfeiters, swindlers and Post Office 
thieves had come and gone, getting clear 
through the power of their stolen money or 
having served out their term ofimprisonment, 
while the poor debtor still pined on in jail. 

What a commentary this is upon the enlight- 
enmentand bumanity of New York in the pres- 
ent advanced age! Its laws punish poverty 
more severely than crime. A man who makes 
a debt he cannot pay is treated worse than a 
man who breaks the laws, and forges, coun- 
terfeits or robs. 

It is idle to pretend that imprisonment for 
debt is abolished while a man who is cast in 
damages, who owes money to the United 
States or to the State, or against whom a 
greedy creditor alleges ‘‘fraud’’ in the con- 
tracting of a debt, can be locked up practically 
for life, growing poorer and poorer and more 
and more istant from release, except by 
death, withe very year of his incarceration.

The Times says: ‘‘The claim agents of 
Washington have discovered in the Revised 
Statutes a law under which, in their opinion, 
the widow of a soidier, who died while in the 
service of the United States, or in consequence 
of wounds received in the service, can collect 
from the Government a sum equal to half her 
husband’s pay fora term of five years. By 
means Of circulars they are directing the at- 
tention of soldiers’ widows to this forgot- 
ten statute, and the officers . of the 
pension bureau are not repared to 
say that the 22 sition is not 
sound. The law in question (section 1656 
Revised Statutes) was enacted in 1886, appar- 
entiy for the benefit of volunteers or militia 
called into service in the Indian wars. In 1858 
it was provided that widows, receiving half 
pay under the law of 1836, should contiuue to 
receive it for life, under the title of pension. 
The revisers seem to have gathered all the old 
pension laws, except this, which, through 
some oversight, was allowed to remain under 
the title of militia. It survived revision by 
the neglect of the revisers. As there are 80, 
000 widows of soldiers, who died in the service, 
the enforcement of this law would considera- 
bly swell the pension expenses.’’
